T was om one of thofe fine evenings of

Mr. Stanford underftood me—his eye, 
his voice and his manner exprefied his fatis- 
faction—-he faid he would take che earlieh 
opportunity, of obtaining a parent’s confent 
to his attentions, in which if he were fuc. 
ceisful he would indeed, be one ot the hap. 
pieft men in exiftence, 

Mr. Stanford accordingly embraced the 
earlie(t opportunity of difclofing his withes to 
my father. His embarraflment, I donbt nor, 
made him lefs eloquent in his own, than he 
could have been in the canfe ef a friend. 
My father alfo, as 1 difcovered afterwards, 
was nota little difconcerted—he was taken 
by furprife, and knew not what anfwer to 
make. To prevent any future mifunder. 
ftanding, he poftponed giving a divinitive 
anlwer—fignifying, however, a general ap- 
probation of Mr. Stanferd’s character—but 
exprefling a wifh to make an enquiry into 
my friend's prefent fituation, and future 
profpe&s. In thefe particulars he was {oon 
fatisied. He found Mr. Stanford, both be- 
fore and fince his return from Oxford, had 
been in a counting houfe ; that his father de. 
fign’d fitting him up in trade, under the pa- 
tronage of arich uncle, who was concerned 
inthe Eaft India tine; that with the money 
himfelf could advance, and the advantages 
his uncle could put in his fon’s hands, he 
might make a voyage to Bengal, amd by re- 
fiding there for a few years, might return 
with a complete independency. This was 
the plan at firft propofed: And this was the 
plan our parents, after confulting together, 
agreed to adhere to. They believed, what 
they could both ipare would be hardly fuffi- 
cient to fupport us in the fame flile of life in 
which we had been accuftomed to live; and 
having formed this opinion, they would not 
depart from this firft {cheme, But in our 
apprehenfion, how abfurdly did they appear 
to reafonand refolve? We wouldhave moft 
chearfully denied ourfelves many of the little 
fuperfluities to which we had bee. accuftom- 
ed—We fighed noc for opulence or diftine- 
tion: A bare competency, and a retirement 
from gay and fafhionable life, was our mutu- 





al choice. Our hearts found their happinefs 
in our own fociety, and could furrender any 
thing that clathed with afpeedy umion. Mr. 
Stanford, when: he was informed of 
{cheme proofed by our parents, immediately 
avowed his dilapprobation of it—warmly, 
yet re{pedtinlly ftated his reafons-—urged the 
pain he fhould experience in parting with the 
fingle objet that atrached hin to life, as a 
reafon—und declared his preference of |'ving 
in obfcurity . and indigence, rather than ha 
zard his life, and be neceflarily ablems trom 
all his friends fur fevera! years,
